W O — an 
and children have been bitten by mad 
dogs and large live stock has been sim- 
ilarly infected and destroyed. 

"In order to prevent a widespread 
epidemic of this very dangerous dis- 
ease, this Board requests you to imme- 
diately issue such instructions to your 
subordinates as will cause them t<> de- 
stroy, as painlessly as possible, all 
stray dogs found running at large in 
any part of your jurisdiction. There 
are now more than slaty individuals 
taking the treatment for bites from 
rabid animalsat the office nfjthis Hoard 
in Louisville, and more than twice as 
many other persons are being treated 
by their physicians nt home. This i9 a 
wholly unnecessary expense and bur- 
den to our peoplp and prompt action in 
ridding every section of the State of 
stray dogs will immediately reduce the 
danger. 

"All dogs should be considered stray 
dogs which are at large unmu/zl. i tot 
the next sixty days after publication of 
this notice in local papers.
